The  Utah  State  Debating  League 
comprised  of  representatives  of  the 
three  Utah  colleges,  met  last  week 
to  make  final  arrangements  for  the 
State  Triangle  Debate,  which  is  to 
take  place  January  26th. 

The  question  as  to  method  of  ap- 
pointment of  judges  was  one  problem 
presented  at  the  meeting.  It  was 
agreed-upon  by  all  the  repr^s^nta.tij'es 

person  appointed  to  act  as  arbiter, 
final . choice  of  competent  judges  for 
each  debate  to  rest  with  him.  Several 
names  were  suggested  but  final  word 
has  not  been  given  out  as  to  who  will 
be  chosen  for  the  position. 

It  was  further  agreed  upon  by  the 
League  that  the  wording  of  the  ques- 
tion for  debate  should  be  changed 
from  its  present  form  “interests  of 
the  people  of  the  Western  States”  to 
“interests  of  the  people  of  Utah.”  This 
was  deemed  necessary  primarily  be- 
cause of  the  possibility  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  making 
a decision  before  the  time  of  the  de- 
bate, which  would  necessitate  the 
choice  of  a new  question  if  it  were 
allowed  to  stand  as  it  now  reads 
whereas,  by  limiting  it  to  Utah,  any 
decision  of  the  Commerce  Commis- 
sion would  not  materially  affect  the 
issue  to  be  debated.

The  Thanksgiving  smear  between 
the  Cowpunchers  and  the  “Y”-resolv- 
ed  itself  into  a hocky  game  over  a 
specially  iced  field.  Wyoming  gave 
the  southerners  a very  chilly  welcome 
and  forthwith  proceeded  to  skate  oyer 
them  for  a 13  to  0 win.  A howling 
blizzard  swirled  over  the  field  reduc- 
ing the  number  of  bystanders  to  an 
almost  nil  quantity. 

Twitchell’s  men  Seemed  to  lack  the 
ass  they  displayed  in  beating 
Wyoming  at  Provo  and  fell  victims 
to  the  straight  football  tactics  of  the 
northern  crew.  The  line  men  were 
equipped  with  glcfyes— probably  an 
innovation  in  grid  tactics — while  all 
hands  frequently  rushed  the  bucket 
which  contained  hot  bricks.

Mrs.  Ballif  Talks 

At  Drama  Center 


The  Provo  Drama  Center  held  an 
interesting  meeting  Monday  evening 
in  the  Community  Church  at  which 
Mrs.  Algie  E.  Ballif  was  the  principal 
speaker. 

Lowry  Nelson  reviewed  John  Gals- 
worth’s  “Loyalties.” 

Mrs.  Ballif  discussed  the  subje.ct 
“Dancing  and  the  Modern  Drama.” 
She  gave  several  definitions  of  danc- 
ing, including  the  following:  1.  It  is 
dependent  on  the  interpretation  of 
music  and  has  as  an  aim,  to  depict, 
express  and  exalt  the  human  emo- 
tions. (2)  The  spontaneous  expression 
of  joy.  (3).  The  art  of  expressing 
emotions  by  rythmic  bodily  motion. 

The  sources  or  origin  of  dancing 
are:  (1)  Funeral  rites  of  ancient 
Greece  and  Egypt.  (2)  Astronomical 
Dance  of  the  Hebrews.  (3>  The  beau- 
tiful chorus  pantomine.  of  Greece.  (4) 
Individual  or  specialized  extremes 
from  which  the  Ballet  has  developed. 
(5)  Folk  dance,  the  foundation  of  all 
dance. 

According  to  Mrs.  Ballif,  dancing 
today  is  at  a standstill  because  of  the 
loss  of  the  original  purpose  and  vari- 
ous sqhools  are  attempting  develop-  * 
ment  or  renaissance,  these  include: 
(1)  The  Russian  Ballet  (2)  The  Itali- 
an Ballet  (3)  The  Marion  Morgan 
Dancers,  (4).  Isadore  Duncan,  (5) 
Ruth  St.  Dennis,  (6)  Emile  Jacques 
Dalcroze. 

Mrs.  Ballif  who  studied  in  the  East 
this  summer  under  the  last  named 
system,  gave  a complete  outline  of 
its  aims,  purposes  and  aspirations. 


Plans  are  under  way  for  the  pro- 
duction of  “Twqlfth..NHfA’h  *be  Re- 
sented in  March. 

The  play  is  competitive  and  any 
member  of  the  Student  Body  is  eligi- 
ble to  enter  the  tryouts  which  will 
be  held  during  the  third  week  in  De- 
cember.

birthday.'  The  committee  in  charge  of 
the  entertainment  are  completing 
plans  .to  make  this  occasion  one  of 
the  biggest  events  of  the  school  year. 

The  program  will  be  held  in  two 
sessions:  the  first,  Friday  morning  at 
regular  devotional  period  for  the  stu- 
dents, and  the  second  on  Friday  even- 
ing in  College  Hall  for  the  faculty 
and  friends  of  the  guest. 

Professor  Barker  is  Speaker. 

Professor  James  L.  Barker  of  the 
University  of  Utah  will  be  the  chief 
speaker  at  the  morning  program. 
Professor  Barker  was  at  one  time 
the  head  of  the  foreign  language  de- 
partment of  our  university,  and  has 
gained  a great  deal  of  recognition 
throughout  the  United  States  because 
of  his  linguistic  ability.  Last  summer 
he  taught  at  the  University  of  Chicago 
and  because  of  the  merit  of  his  work 
has  had  several  offers  to  become  a 
ocuuo..  ue  nas  wriuen  several  books 
on  the  teaching  of  foreign  language 
and  is  especially  noted  for  his  ability 
as  a teacher  and  for  his  perfect  accent 
in  many  different  languages.  He  is  a 
great  friend  of  the  president  and  will 
contribute  much  in  making  the  testi- 
monial a success. 

Other  prominent  men  of  the  Church 
and  State  will  be  present  to  take  part 
on  the  program.  Professor  Florence 
Jepperson  Madsen  will  have  charge 
of  the  music.  There  will  be  some  ex- 
cellent vocal  numbers  and  the  band 
and  orchestra  will  play  several  of 
their  best  selections. 

Book  Shower  Planned. 

A unique  feature  of  the  evening  will 
be  a book  shower  given  for  President 
Brimhall.  Last  year  he  contributed 
five  hundred  dollars  towards  a theo- 
logical library,  and  since  then  all  the 
books  on  religious  subjects  have  been 
placed  in  his  name.  Consequently, 
many  of  the  rarest  books  that  our 
school  possesses  are  in  this  library, 
and  the  book  shower,  to  which  any- 
one interested  is  asked  to  contribute 
will  further  the  cause. 

Brimhall’s  Work  for  School. 

/This  library  is  only  a sample  of 
what  President  Brimhall  has  done  for 
the  school.  The  best  years  of  his  life 
have  been  devoted  to  the  advancement 
of  the  educational  work  here.  He  suc- 
ceeded Benjamin  Cluff  as  president  of 
the  institution  twenty-two  -years  ago 
and  acted  in  that  capacity  until  Sep- 
tember, nineteen  hundred  and  twenty 
one.  He  is  known  as  one  of  the 
greatest  educational  leaders  in  the 
state  and  is  recognized’  for  his  liter- 
ary ability.  It  is  partially  because  of 
this  fact  that  the  committee  is  follow- 
ing the  American  custom  of  giving 
honor  to  people  prominent  in  lit- 
erary circles  when  they  reach  their 
seventieth  anniversary.  He  has 
written  several  books,  one  on  tithing 
has  become  a handibook  in  the 
Church  on  that  subject.  He  is  also  a 
poet  of  some  distinction.  “Old  Glory.” 
a song  written  during  the  war,  is  an 
example  of  his  ability  in  this  line.  But 
he  has  probably  won  more  honor 
through  his  short  essays  and  extem- 
poraneous speeches  than  through  any 
other  work  with  the  exception  of  his 
administrative  duties  here.  The  four 
minute  speeches  he  gives  every  Mon- 
day morning  in  assembly  are  printed 
in  a number  of  the  state’s  newspapers 
and  are  read  by  the  majority  of  the 
people  of  Utah.

With  the  coming  of  the  second  term  and 
an  increased  enrollment,  it  is  evident  that  the 
major  student  activities  which  are  always 
scheduled  for  the  winter  semester  will  be  given 
a royal  welcome.

Debating,  the  popuar  “battle  of  brains,” 
is  already  arousing  favorable  anticipations  for 
the  clash  among  the  three  Utah  colleges,  and 
is  scheduled  for  late  January.  The  B.  Y.  U’s. 
plurality  of  victories  in  the  past  is  an  obstacle 
that  the  “U”  and  the  A.  C.  are  determined  to 
overcome.  “Another  State  Championship”  is 
the  goal  of  our  debaters,  who  are  already  hard 
at  work  on  the  railroad  question. 

“Twelfth  Night”  the  college  play  is  to  be 
produced  in  February.  The  cast  will  be  sel- 
ected on  a competitive  basis  and  those  who 
are  fortunate  enough  to  secure  a place  in  the 
cast  will  be  in  line  for  the  highest  Thespian 
honors.  The  department  of  public  speaking 
and  dramatic  art  will  also  conduct  the  annual 
extemporaneous  speaking  contest.  Since  its 
initiation  three  years  ago,  this  event  has  been 
more  hotly  contested  than  any  other  “speak- 
ing” contest.  The  first  winner  was  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  former  White  and  Blue  editor  and 
prominent  debator.  Hyrum  Harter  was  the 
next  to  secure  the  laurels  and  last  year  Glenn 
Harmon  was  victorious.  The  silver  cup  will 
have  another  name  added  to  that  list  during 
the  winter  quarter. 

The  Junior  Prom,  the  social  event  of  the 
season,  is  scheduled  for  February.  The  Juniors 
are  already  working  our  plans  for  elaborate 
decorations  and  other  arrangements  for  this 
fitting  climax  to  student  body  activities  for 
the  second  semester.

Proust,  a Frenchman,  had 
proved  that  natural  and  artificial 
carbonates  of  copper  are  always 
constant  in  composition. 

•‘There  must  be  some  law  in 
this,”  reasoned  Dalton  (1766- 
1844),  the  Quaker  mathematician 
and  school  teacher.  That  law  he 
proceeded  to  discover  by  weighing 
and  measuring.  He  found  that  each 
element  has  a combining  weight 
of  its  own.  To  explain  this,  he 
evolved  his  atomic  theory  — the 
atoms  of  each  element  are  all 
alike  in  size  and  weight;  hence 
a combination  can  occur  only  in 
definite  proportions. 

Dalton’s  theory  was  published 
in  1808.  In  that  same  year,  Na- 


poleon made  his  brother,  Joseph, 
king  of  Spain.  This  was  considered 
a political  event  of  tremendous 
importance.  But  Joseph  left  no 
lasting  impression,  while  Dalton; 
by  his  discovery,  elevated  chem- 
istry from  a mass  of  unclassified 
observations  and  recipes  into 'a 


Modern  scientists  have  gone  be» 
yond  Dalton.  They  have  found 
the  atom  to  be  composed  of  elec- 
trons, minute  electrical  particles^ 
In  the  Research  Laboratories  of 
the  General  Electric  Company 
much  has  been  done  to  make  this 
theory  practically  applicable  so 
that  chemists  can  actually-predict 
the  physical,  chemical  and  elec- 
trical properties  of  compounds  yet 
undiscovered.

The  problems  presented  in  the 
University  by  the  minor  sports  almost 
eliminates  inter  collegiate  competition. 
Boxing  especially  is  undesirable  be- 
cause of  the  general  combatitive  spirit 
aroused. 

The  “Y”  in  years  past  has  had 
teams  for  intercollegiate  boxing  and 
wrestling  but  due  to  lack  of  competi- 
tion these  sports  were  abandoned 
Some  years  later  the  A.  C.  took  up 
wrestling  and  the  U.  of  U.  boxing, 
however,  no  contests  were  held. 
There  is  a possiblity  at  present,  due 
to  desires  of  the  Aggies  for  contests 
a wrestling  team,  but  the  U.  of

With  the  “Y”  gridders  safely  home 
and  their  suits  checked  in,  King  foot- 
ball will  given  way  to  other  sports 
for  a brief  period. 

The  Student  Body  feels  that  the 
school  has  done  remarkably  well  in 
the  grid  game  and  that  in  the  very 
near  future  the  Church  school  will  be 
a consistent  contender  for  Conference 
football  honors. 

The  coaching  department  faced  un- 
usually serious  problems  by  being 
asked  to  develop  a team  in  a school 
where  football  had  only  been  intro- 
duced one  year  prior,  and  turn  it 
loose  in  such  fast  comparfy  as  travels 
in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference. 

“It  takes  years  to  learn  football. 
The  kids  playing  on  the  sand  lots, 
make  the  players  because  they  learn 
the  game  instinctively.”  The  B.  Y.  U. 
receives  its  athletes,  largely  from 
Church  high  schools  which,  likewise, 
were  under  the  football  ban  until  re- 
cently. With  raw  recruits  and  only 
two  years  grace,  Roberts  and  Twit- 
chell  have  done  remarkably  well  and 
have  made  a showing  which  is  super- 
ior to  that  of  some  schools  who  are 
conference  veterans. 

The  “Y”  Frosh  with  a beautifully 
balanced  team  was-  easily  superior  to 
any  freshman  team  in  the  state  and 
played  a brand  of  ball  which  would 
have  done  credit  to  the  varsity.  The 
regulars  have  played  in  hard  luck  but 
have  demonstrated  the  football  pos- 
sibilities of  the  church  school. 

With  both  of  these  teams  back  next 
year  prospects  look  extremely  rosy 
for  an  aggregation  which  will  rank 
with  the  leaders.  With  many  of  the 
vacant  lots  of  Provo  and  vicinity  be- 
ing occupied  by  future  conference 
stars  and  a genuine  football  spirit 
roused  in  the  school,  the  pigskin  game 
is  here  to  stay.
